DEBATING  AT 
ST.  ANDREWS

Major  events  and  accomplishments  to 
date  this  year: 

Greater  involvement  in  terms  of 
numbers  than  ever  before  approximately 
40  members  in  the  senior  debating 
society  from  whom  our  representatives  at 
the  various  tournaments  are  chosen. 

Debates  take  place  within  the  school, 
two  afternoons  per  term  between  the 
four  upper  school  houses  and  the  four 
lower  school  clans.  On  these  occasions 
four  debates  are  taking  place 
simultaneously,  each  attended  by  an 
audience  of  approximately  100  spirited 
and  slightly  partisan  members  of  the 
house. 

In  addition,  at  the  urging  of  the 
Headmaster,  debates  are  being 
incorporated  into  the  teaching  strategies 
of  several  subject  areas.  It  is  our  aim  to 
have  every  boy  debate  before  an  audience 
of  his  peers  at  least  once  during  each 
school  year.  Few  would  deny  that  in 
today's  world  it  is  a  tremendous  asset  to 
be  able  to  stand  up  and  present  one's 
opinions  clearly  and  convincingly. 

We  have  an  active  executive  led  by 
Steve  Suarez  and  Kevin  Schofield  in 
charge  of  external  and  internal  debating 
respectively.  In  addition  the  teams 
receive  expert  coaching  from  various 
staff  members  including  Bill  Skinner, 
Tony  Myrans,  and  Rupert  Ray  who  was 
this  year  appointed  department  head  of 
debating. 

Rupert  Ray  at  present  is  also  serving  as 
chairman  of  the  Fulford  Cup  Debating 
League  which  oversees  the  cause  of 
debating  within  our  independent  schools 
of  Ontario.  In  recent  years  this  league  has 
grown  from  its  original  five  member 
schools  to  number  twelve,  the  latest  two 
additions  being  St.  George's  College  and 
St.  Mildred's  Lightbourn  School. 

This  year  has  marked  a  greater 
participation  than  ever  before  in 
prestigious  tournaments  being  held 
further  afield.  It  was  a  privilege  and  thrill 
when  we  were  invited  to  compete  in  the 
first  National  Public  Speaking 
Tournament  held  over  the  Thanksgiving 
weekend  at  St.  John's-Ravenscourt 
School  in  Winnipeg.  Our  three 
representatives  were  Craig  Leslie,  Steve 
Pitel  and  Steve  Suarez.  The  two  Steves 
each  reached  the  final  round  in  one  of 
their  events.  Each  of  the  boys  raised  the 
funds  to  pay  for  half  of  his  travelling 
expenses;  we  are  most  grateful  to  an 
anonymous  Old  Boy  whose  contribution 
made  the  trip  possible. 

During  Expansion  Week  in  November 
St.  Andrew's  Debating  was  represented 


at  three  university  events;  the  Queen's 
tournament,  the  Guelph  Interaction 
Conference,  and  the  McGill  University 
Tournament.  At  the  latter,  four  of  our 
boys  particularly  distinguished 
themselves:  Mark  Chin  and  Hugh 
Scanlon  were  tied  for  fifth  runners-up  to 
the  eventual  champions;  Marco  Tejada 
and  Steve  Pitel  were  tied  for  fifth  in 
public  speaking  out  of  the  96 
competitors.  It  is  especially  heartening  to 
recognize  that  some  of  our  best  young 
debaters  are  presently  in  grades  ten  and 
eleven. 

These  are  but  some  of  the  highlights  of 
this  year's  program  so  far.  Old  Boys  and 
friends  of  the  school  can  be  justifiably 
proud  of  the  performance  of  Andreans  in 
debating  circles  both  at  home  and  outside 
the  School.

EUROPEAN  BICYCLE  TRIPS 


WITH     DICK     GIBB     &     STAN    MACFARLANE  FOR  MEMBERS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION 

Together,  Stan  Macfarlane  and  I  have  been  72  years  at  St.  Andrew's  College  and 
we've  become  fond  of  the  place  -  but  it's  more  than  the  place,  it's  the  personal 
associations  that  have  developed  with  so  many  of  you  over  the  years. 

Add  to  that  the  Gibb-Macfarlane  members  (about  800  of  you  are  in  both 
categories)  and  we  have  so  many  memories  of  great  friends,  of  fun  and  laughter, 
and  of  occasionally  learning,  that  we  wish  we  could  go  on  another  72  years. 

For  Stan  that  is  clearly  unrealistic,  but  we  do  feel  that  we  have  time  enough  to 
offer  the  St.  Andrew's  College  Association  not  only  some  financial  support,  but 
certainly  an  opportunity  for  members  to  participate  in  activities  which  they  will 
surely  enjoy  and  which  will,  therefore,  inevitably  link  them  more  closely  with  the 
Association.  In  short,  it  will  help  in  forging  and  maintaining  that  intangible  but  all 
important  quality,  Esprit  de  Corps. 

We  returned  last  September  from  the  first  of  our  reunion  trips.  To  put  it  mildly 
and  somewhat  tritely,  it  was  a  roaring  success.  A  prejudiced  opinion,  no  doubt,  but 
nevertheless  I  am  completely  confident  that  it  is  confirmed  by  100%  of  the 
members. 

Membership  was  not  confirmed  to  St.  Andrew's  Association  and  Gibb- 
Macfarlane  Alumnae,  even  though  they  were  the  biggest  bones  in  the  soup.  Judi  and 
Ian  Paisley  (SAC  50-52 )  Judy  &  Jim  Dunn  (SAC  5  l-59),Jean  &  Frank  McCrea  (SAC 
51-52),Ann  (nee  Walker,  G-M  '58)  and  John  Cathers  (SAC  44-54),  Judi  (nee 
Wilson  G-M  '56)  and  Lionel  Conacht-r,  Thelma  Bowers  (Frank's  mother-in-law), 
Grade  and  Mike  Lundy  (current  parents).  The  only  complete  outcasts  were  Wendy 
and  Bill  Porritt  from  Toronto  and  Diane  and  Greg  Crozier,  Yankees  from 
Schenectady.  They  put  up  with  us  very  cheerfully. 

From  my  and  Stan's  point  of  view,  there  has  never  been  a  trip  with  a  better 
group;  more  fun,  more  laughter,  more  warmth.  I  am  not  laying  on  the  malarky  here. 
There  was  something  that  bound  us  together.  From  the  time  that  I  met  them  at  the 
Pans  Airport,  in  charge  of  that  firm  disciplinarian,  J.S.  Macfarlane,  until  the  end  of 
the  trip,  there  was  not  a  sour  note.  I  heard  not  even  one  word  of  irritation  in  those 
two  weeks. 

What  explains  this?  Partly,  some  will  say,  those  who  at  a  mature  age  want  to  go 
bicycling  in  France,  must  be  a  little  nutty;  partly  because  Stan  and  I  did  our 
homework  and  things  went  almost  without  a  hitch;  partly  because  they  were  all  nice 
guys  and  dolls  -  but  also  because  there  was  an  automatic  and  immediate  camaraderie 
derived  from  our  SAC.  and  Gibb-Macfarlane  associations.  There  was  an  eagerness 
to  get  the  most  out  of  everything.  Even,  as  I've  said  elsewhere,  Ian  Paisley,  who 
hardly  opened  a  book  during  his  years  at  the  School,  was  demanding  in  his  search 
for  information  from  Stan  on  flying  buttresses,  Gothic  portals  and  immaculate 
conceptions. 

....  and  possibly  another  factor  -  our  long  established  determination  NOT  to 
arrange  group  meals,  so  frequent  with  most  tours,  but  rather  to  eat  when  we  want, 
how  much  we  want,  where  we  want,  what  we  want  and  with  whom  we  want.  We 
feel  very  strongly  that  this  adds  much  to  the  enjoyment  of  travel. 

Si  i,  after  three  days  in  Paris  at  a  very  fine  hotel,  the  Royal  Monceau,  we  took  the 
train  to  Angers,  the  jumping  off  point  for  our  ride  to  Orleans  via  Saumur,  Marcay, 
Chinon,  Usse,  Langeais  Villandry,  Tours,  Chenonceaux,  Chaumont,  Blois  and 
Chambord.  Not  an  unusual  route,  but  we  rode  very  leisurely  along  very  small  roads  - 
no  rush,  no  traffic  problems  and  very  scenic.  Lanes  along  river  banks  twists  and 
turns.  Often  we  picnic'd;  relaxing,  economical  with  perhaps  wine,  bread,  sardines, 
salami,  camembert  and  tomatoes  .  .  then  after  another  mile  or  two,  patisserie  and 
coffee  at  a  cafe.  Each  at  his  or  her  own  pace. 

The  hotels  are  very  good;  not  Westburys,  Hiltons  or  Holiday  Inns,  but  very 
comfortable  and  very  French.  Oniy  one  was  sub-standard  and  that  gave  us  another 
laugh. 

And  the  food  .  .  there's  no  need  to  tell  you  that  the  French,  more  than  any  other 
nation,  treat  the  preparation  and  presentation  of  food  as  an  art.  It  was  always 
excellent,  sometimes  exquisite. 

After  two  weeks,  with  regrets,  we  flew  home. 

It  was  not  cheap,  $1250  per  person  plus  air  fare.  But  the  opinion  generally 
expressed  was:  "We  got  much  more  than  we  anticipated".  Hopefully,  we'll  keep  it 
at  the  same  figure  during  1983,  though  this  obviously  depends  on  transportation 
and  hotel  costs. 

What  of  the  future?  In  1983  we  plan  two  trips. 

(a)  Paris  and  the  Valley  of  the  Loire  by  Bicycle.  (The  same  as  described  above) 
23rd  September  to  7th  October. 

(b)  Bordeaux,  the  Valley  of  the  Dordogne  by  Bicycle  -  and  Paris  7th  October  -  21st 
October.Two  nights  in  Bordeaux  followed  by  two  days  bicycling  through  the 
vineyards  and  five  days  along  the  spectacular  upper  valley  of  the  Dordogne. 
Ending  with  three  nights  in  Paris. 

The  anticipated  cost  is  again  $1250  plus  air  fare  and  a  tax  deductible  donation  to 
the  SAC.  Foundation.

The  old  Strand  Electric  Dimmer  unit 
has  finally  been  retired  after  years  of 
faithful  service.  For  those  wishing  to  pay 
their  final  respects  to  this  old  friend,  he 
will  take  up  residence  in  Ryerson 
Polytechnical  Institute  in  Toronto.  There 
is  a  museum  of  theatre  lighting  there,  and 
all  who  wish,  may  visit  this  fascinating 
place  when  it  eventually  opens,  hopefully 
scheduled  for  the  fall  of  1983. 

Thanks  to  the  subscription  of  many 
parents  and  Old  Boys  a  new  system  is 
now  in  place  in  time  for  this  year's  annual 
musical.  It  is  a  system  designed  for  our 
theatre  by  Mr.  Ted  Paget  with  Lumitrol 
Lighting  of  Toronto  supplying  the 
electronics. 

This  new  system  is  the  most  up  to  date 
design  allowing  us  to  now  teach  modern 
theatre  lighting  techniques  to  students  at 
St.  Andrew's  College.  It  employs  a  "dim 
pac"  system  of  dimmers  and  fully  solid 
state  48  channel  dimmer  panel  giving 
almost  limitless  potential. 

Such  renovations  do  not  come  cheaply 
(over  thirty  thousand  dollars)  and  the 
current  students  at  St.  Andrew's  College 
appreciate  deeply  the  interest  and 
continuing  committment  to  education  at 
St.  Andrew's  College.
